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GRIFFITH, FINANCIAL REPORT A fascinating inside story of life behind the Iron Curtain in 
CO-STAR AT SEMI-ANNUAL MEET- Berlin's Eastern sector and an optimistic Treasurer's report were 
ING IN CLUBROOMS LAST WEEK highlights of the OPC's Semi-Annual Fall. Business Meeting held at 

the Clubrooms Wednesday, October 24. Just back from several ey 
in Berlin, Program Chairman SANFORD GRIFFITH painted a gripping, dramatic picture of Communis 
zone inhabitants. It costs only 10 pfennig to travel to the so-called forbidden sector ,GRIFFITH 
said, although he was careful to cross over only during hours of maximum congestion. "Everywhere 
were posters reading, 'Ami go home'", GRIFFITH said, "yet whenever I was able to disclose my 
identity, I was received cordially and warmly. People would consider me in the same boat with 
them -- enemies of the Soviet, spied on by police and anxious for their lives." 

One day GRIFFITH found himself in Fast Berlin with only 50 pfennig (about three cents) in 
his pockets. Realizing he couldn't exist all day on that, he bought a lottery ticket, opened it 
on the spot, discovered he'd won 50 pfennig! So he bought a second ticket, while a crowd gathered. 
Another 50 pfennig ticket! A third try brought him the amazing sum of 10 marks (about 50 cents) 
which enabled him to get through the day. later, at .one nationalized department store where he 
bought some $18 worth of leather goods, he discovered a competition was raging between the 
leather department and the corset department -- the latter section known as "Brigade Aufbau". 
But when he found he had only enough money in Westmarks to pay for the merchandise, the forbid- 
den currency was nevertheless eagerly accepted. 

"Don't look to German newspapers for news," GRIFFITH said. "They are poor in both Fast and 
West, although poorer in the East, of course. There are no honest papers in Berlin; holdover 
news is common, editorializing found in news copy and poor editing throughout.” 

He also gave a detailed report of standards of living in West and East Berlin, comparing 
prices for household commodities, food, etc. Space restricts coverage of what was one of the most 
informative talks the Club has heard in recent months. 

Before Committee Chairmen rendered reports on their activities and future projects, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer JOSEPH J. WURZEL presented an optimistic survey of the Club's financial position 
to date. "The Club is currently operating within its income," he said, "and, in fact, is show- 
ing an interesting margin of profit." He pointed out, for instance, that for the year April l, 
1950 to March 31, 1951, the average loss was $410 monthly, a condition which, if permitted to @ 
continue, would have seriously undermined the treasury. For the six months of April, 1951, to 
September 30, 1951, he said, we completely reversed that unfavorable situation, eliminated the 
deficit and thus far this year are averaging an excess of income over expenditure of $383 monthly. 

+ The result, he said, as of September 30, 1951, is a cumulative profit or equity of 
$10,248.89; in March, 1951, that equity was only $7,951.81. "Reviewing that equity," WURZEL 
stated, "we see that for the same six months of 1950--April 1 to September 30--our equity 
(which had been $12,863 on April 1, 1950) was reduced to $10,427 by September 30, 1950--through 
six months a loss of $2,436. He pointed out, however, that the improvement in our trading 
position did not come entirely from increased earnings, but from reductions in operation ex- 
penses., "A year ago September 30, 1950" he reported, "our assets were $16,051, including 
$13,607 cash. From the March 31, 1951 assets with a low of $10,932, our position én September 
30,1951,showed total assets of $17,360, of which $14,466 was in hard cash".

From 8 AM to 8 PM, Miss LLOYD prepares a constantly changing series of news bulletins from 
material collected from Agence France~Presse, newspapers, foreign broadcasts and personal con- 
tacts. The service is sponsored, and the listener is told once during the three minutes, "Today 
and every day this service comes to you by..." Before going "on the air" with "SVP", Miss LLOYD 
represented the United Press in Warsaw, Hungary and Czechoslovakia.
